Dear  Councilmember  O’Farrell, 

I  have  written  to  you  in  the  past  about  homelessness  in  your  district  (I  live  just  outside  it  in  Angeleno  Heights  but  for  all 
practical  purposes  your  district  is  mine).  I  have  never  received  a  reply.  This  morning  I  went  to  return  books  to  the 
Edendale  branch  of  the  LA  Public  Library.  Not  for  the  first  time,  I  encountered  what  you  are  seeing  here.  I  know  that 
the  sanitation  department  cannot  be  on  duty  24/7  but  I  am  saddened  by  the  fact  that  our  librarians  and  the  children  who 
use  the  library  encounter  something  like  this.  Never  mind  the  adults.  I  have  seen  signs  in  the  district  saying  “save  our 
park”  referring  to  the  plan  to  take  some  space  now  used  as  a  basketball  court  of  Sunset  right  near  your  district  office 
and  turn  it  into  space  for  the  homeless.  Please  know  that  some  of  us  FULLY  SUPPORT  that  proposal  and  also 
respectfully  suggest  that  such  action  might  help  return  Echo  Park,  on  which  the  City  spent  substantial  sums  recently, 
back  to  the  neighborhood  as  a  fully  usable  park.  As  you  likely  know.  Echo  Park  is  heavily  used  but  is  regularly  turned 
into  a  homeless  encampment  at  its  northwest  corner  (as  well  as  its  southern  end  with  increasing  regularity).  Please 
SAVE  that  park  — ECHO  PARK  —  and  support  the  creation  of  a  facility  to  house/assist  the  homeless  in  our 
neighborhood  on  the  “park”  off  Sunset.
